Student enrollment this semester is 
approximately 400 students fewer than it 
was this fall. 

As large as a number as this may

Linda Mannering,

According to 
Mannering, enrollment 
is actually statistically | 
up when compared to a 
historical context, from 
the fall to spring periods 
in the past. 

Associate Vice

spring semesters is usually a few hundred 
students. Robinson attributed this to 
several different factors.

Recruiting more students was a hot topic 
at the Faculty Senate meeting Wednesday. 

First, Faculty Senate President Wally 
Bacon discussed his recent talks with NU 
PresidentJamesMillikenabouttheuniversity’s 


- budget plans and how it correlates with 


recruitment of students. 

According to Bacon, UNO is going to 
be on the good end of the budget in the near 
future. 

Milliken’s plan to award tuition money 
to the university with the most increase 
in enrollment and the most increase in 
productive student hours would benefit 
UNO the most out of all of the universities in 
the NU system. 

“This in very large partis going to be our 
responsibility,” Bacon said. 

He went on to say that the university's 
faculty is the largest advocate of a university. 

“If we recruit more, we have more 
money,” Bacon said. 

As a campus, according to Bacon, UNO 
could have the money to do things that had 
previously been disregarded.

Journalist and photographer David 
Bacon has documented child labor along 
the U.S./Mexican border, the hardships of 
California field workers and strikes among 
Los Angeles industrial workers. 

One of his latest efforts, a photographic 
investigation of migration, is coming to 
Omaha April 23 in conjunction with a 
conference sponsored by the UNO Office of 
Latino/Latin American Studies (OLLAS). 
The conference, titled “The Second Cumbre 
of the Great Plains - Re-Visioning Latino 
America: New Perspectives on Migration, 
Transnationalism and Integration” is set for 
April 22-24 at the Hilton Omaha. “Cumbre” 
is the Spanish word for “summit.” 

Bacon’s exhibition, “Beyond Borders: 
Transnational Working Communities” will 
be on display at El Museo Latino April 23 
through Aug. 31. ; 

“It is the product of an unprecedented 
collaboration between a UNO program 
and this premier Latino museum — the 
only one in the Great Plains region,” said 
Lourdes Gouveia, director of OLLAS 
and associate professor of sociology at 
UNO.

Delaying the Real World is very easy to read

which are deep-fried, breaded pieces of 
sausage. Of course, I ordered the hot and 
sour soup as well. The soup itself isn’t 
a dark, thick kind but rather thin and 
colorful. It balances the spicy and sweet 
flavors perfectly. For an 

entree, I decided on the Mongolian 
Beef, extra spicy, with lo mien noodles and 
white rice on the side. 

Contrary to the backwards thinking 
of PF Chang’s, lo mien noodles. aren't 
crunchy—they’re soft and almost remind 
me of fettuccine noodles. Other Chinese 
restaurants use spaghetti noodles for lo 
mien and it is nice to know that China Gate 
does it right. 

China Gate’s Mongolian beef is tender, 
full of flavor and the extra spiciness did not 
detract from the flavor of the dish. With 
wok-friend scallions and onions, this dish is 
a definite must. With the noodles and white 
rice, the flavor and texture of the dish is in 
total harmony. It’s hard to believe that said 
dish is only little more than $6. 

All in all, China Gate offers friendly 
service, great pricing and amazing food. 
I should also add that the food is out 
incredibly fast. For the entire meal, the 
cost was approximately $10 for the soup, 
pot stickers, pop and an entrée—keep in 

mind that the pot stickers are the most 
expensive appetizer.

He may be the first R&B artist to be 
signed to Ludacris’ label, Disturbing Tha 
Peace, but Bobby Valentino is no new face 
to the game. 

When Valentino was just 13 years old, 
he was one of the artists in Organized 
Noize’s teen vocal group, Mista. 

The 23-year-old Atlanta native is 
putting his talent to the test again with 
his self-titled debut album scheduled to 
hit stores nationwide on April 26. 

The singer and songwriter’s album 
focuses on young adult relationships from 
a man’s perspective. 

“Some ofitis from personalexperience, 
but I can’t say | have ever really been in 
love,” Valentino told The Gateway in a 
phone interview from New York City. “I 
have friends who have though, so J write 
about them.” 

Although some of the tracks sound 
like something heard on a 112 or Usher 
album, Valentino reassured that his niyle 
is unique. 

“1 don’t compare to anybody,” he 
said. “I’m one ofakind. 

“Stevie Wonder, Prince, Marvin Gaye 
- I took things from all these artists and 


made my own style. I miss that 
good R&B. This is an album 
people are going to mention.” 

The album’s melodic first 
single, “Slow Down,” has 
already been one of the top 
five most requested singles in 
major cities. 

“T want to sell 30 million,” 
he said. “I would love to sell 
more than that, but that’s my 
goal.” 

The track “Give Me A 
Chance,” featuring Ludacris, is 
one of the best tracks on the § 
album. The exotic beat behind 
his smooth lyrics makes the 
track an easy listen. 

Apart from writing his 
own music, Valentino said he 
enjoys performing. 

“Since the second grade, 
It have always had something 
for being on stage,” he said.

Boston College, the third Big 
East team complimenting the 
move of Miami and Virginia 
Tech a year ago. The ACC 
now has 12 teams and will 
go into a playoff system in 
2006-07. 

Last season, the Big Ten 
Conference had the right to 
review plays using instant 
replay like the NEL. It turns 
out that instant replay was 
a.huge success, and now the 
Big East, Mountain West, 
Southeastern Conference 
and Pac-10 will join the Big Ten in 2005- 
06 by installing the new rule. The Big Ten 
Conference successfully tested replay in 
57 stadiums last season. Use is restricted 
to the regular season. The rules committee 
weighed and opted against instant 
replay availability in bowl games. Two 
important factors you should consider 
here are, according to nfl.com, the league 
spent millions of dollars in hardware, 
software and labor to institute replay at the 
professional level, revenue that is simply 
not available to all schools playing college 
football. There were also several sources 
that believe technology should not interfere 
with the human element of competition. 
The intended purpose of the replay system 
is to provide the technical advisor with 
the ability to immediately review plays, 
and where there is indisputable video 
evidence, correct specific types of officiating 
mistakes. Only plays governed by sideline, 
goal line, end zone, and end line officials 
can be reviewed during instant replay. The 
technical advisor is the only person who 
will have the sole authority to change a call 
or no call on the field. Officials will not be 
able to review the plays. 

The changes that have taken place 
in college football, such as different head 
coaches, conference expansions and instant 
reply should help college football. The 
firing and hiring of new head coaches 
shows that college football has become 
more competitive over the years, and 
nobody should remain too comfortable. 
Conference expansion will help non-Bowl 
Championship Series teams by permitting 
them to join BCS conferences. Instant replay 
will help avoid controversy over officials’ 
on-field calls.
